(lipped Into a second strain er and w hen 
separated from the w ater are again 
measured and packed. 
T he shells are sold for from 1 to 3 
cents a bushel and are used extensive­ 
ly by oy ster planters for the pro pag a­ 
tion of oy sters. 
They are placed In 
small piles on grounds found suitable 
for the purpose, w here the spat or 
small oy ster will a ttach Itself to the 
shells. 
They are also used for m aking 
shell lime and for building the excel­ 
lent shell roads found in some parts *f 
the
